THE CASE OF LEFROY: The Merstham tunnel came into prominence in the year 1881, when Mr. Gold, a prosperous baker, was 
murdered by Percy Lefroy Mapleton. : One afternoon in June of that year Mr. Gold, who had been to London Bridge to draw’ certain 
dividends, entered а compartment of the train which, after leaving London Bridge, was not booked to stop until Brighton was reached. 
Just before its departure a young màn also entered the compartment, and took a seat exactly opposite Mr. Gold. Аз the train passed 
through Horley two men were seen by a,Mrs. Brown, from а cottage window, to be struggling together. When the train drew up at 
Preston Park a young man, when going to the ticket-collector, ebmplained that he had been the victim of a terrific assault, and that 
his assailant had left the train. An examination of the Balcombe tunnel, about five miles from Horley, was made, and the body of 
Mr. Gold discovered, he having been shot and thrown out of the carriage. Lefroy was arrested, and, after a three days’ trial before 
the late Lord Chief Justice Coleridge at Maidstone, he was hanged at Lowes.

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All thinking people find an absorb 
ing interest in the emotions and 
actions of their fellow-men, and in 
the analysis of the motives from 
which such actions spring. If my 
notes this week appear to be some- 
what grim, it is because the tragic 
events of the past week bave been of 
so much interest to all students. of 
the great drama of life. 


All the world has been talking of 
the mystery of the death of poor 
Miss Money. Every clue and cir- 
cumstance Sc with the case 
has been followed with avidity by 
thousands of the general public, who 
have taken upon themselves, for the 


time being, the róle of amateur 
detective. Was Miss Money mur- 
dered, and, if во, why? That 


is the question which we are all ask- 
ing as | write. Possibly by the time 
you read these lines the answers to 
these questions will have been found. 


I do not intend to discuss that 
terrible tragedy here. But there are 
various topics which suggest them- 
selves in connection with any affair 


of this kind on which. is per- 
missible to dwell. During the past 
week, for instance, I have been 
looking through the thousands of 


cuttings which I have kept, amongst 
others, of every big crime which has 
taken place in recent years, to try to 


find out the most usual motives 
which lead a man net absolutely 
insane to commit the crime of 
murder. 


I do not know how murderers are 
classified by professional criminolo- 
gists, but T should roughly divide 
murders into four distinct kinds.

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There is, first of all, and quite by 
itself, the murder of "impulse," A 
man or woman, in an outburst of 
sudden fury or despair, commits a 
crime which had probably not been 
meditated for а single instant. 
These are, perhaps, the most numer- 
ous of all. Amongst them are the 
sudden murdérs of sweethearts by 
their lovers, of husbands, of wives, 
of children even, and of fathers and 
mothers—terrible family tragedies in 
which the murder is committed 
under pressure of great mental dis 
tress, 


Of over sixty recent cases of 
murder of which the details are 
before me as I write, I find that the 


, great majority belong to this class, 


and to the similar one of crimes of 
“passion,” to which I shall presently 
refer. 


Then there are three quite dis- 
tinctive kinds of "deliberate " mur- 
der. Firstly, there is the case, not 


infrequent, of the man who, guilty | 


of burglary, or forgery, or seduction, 
foolishly commits the greater crime 
as well, through fear of being con- 
victed of the lesser one. Secondly, 
there is the deliberate murder of 
strangers, or comparative strangers, 
for the sake of money or valuables 
of some kind. 


And, thirdly, there is the great | 


drama of "passion "—the deliberate 
murder of a relation or rival as the 
outcome of jealousy or a feeling of 
revenge. Cupid's dart is a more 
deadly weapon than the poets would 
have us believe. You will'find that 
love is far more often an occasion 
for sorrow than a subject for joy. 


The motives which lead people to 
take other people's lives are often 
very strange. There was a case in 
the papers only a very short time ago

of two shillings, which she hadn't 
got, but which he thought she had !

| there are sure to be ple who will 
| come forward and declare that they 
|had a presentiment of the impend- 
jing tragedy. Sometimes it is the
